Mayor asks citizens aid to get post office

Sting by the Detroit postmaster’s decision 
not to recommend a new post office building 
for Romulus, Mayor William M. Oakley has 
issued an appeal calling for local citizens to 
write their elected representatives for help. 

Oakley initially started the ball rolling for a 
new post office when he began circulating 
petitions a few weeks ago with the help of his 
followers. v V N 1 



The major charged, “It appears we are the 
latest victims of the old bureaucratic run- 
around. However, I want to assure you that 
the situation is not hopeless; this is not a futile 
gesture; our goal is not an impossibility." 

To that end, the m^jor urged that con- 
cerned citizens stop by city hall to get 
petitions to circulate and to get coupons which 
they can fill out to send to their elected 
representatives. 

Referring to the coupon, Oakley said, “It 
succinctly states our case and requests that 


our representatives take action to correct an 
intolerable situation by applying pressure in 
the right places for a new post office 
building.” 

He said interested citizens can call or stop 
by city hall to get names and addresses of 
their elected officials. 

When Oakley first took office, he noticed a 
letter from Joseph Loukatka, Detroit post- 
master, which had been sent to his 
predecessor, Mayor James C. Stewart, 
asking for information on a new post office 


building in Romulus. 

Oakley replied, asking that a new post 
office structure of some 16,000 square feet be 
built on 2.6 acres of federally -owned land in 
the Civic Center complex. 

Since then, The Roman has contacted 
Loukatka, whose recommendation to the 
United States postal service (RSPS) is needed 
for a new post office because Romulus is in 
his area of jurisdiction. He informed the 
Romuan, and it was stated in a subsequent 
news story, that he was not in favor of a large 


post office building of the scope suggested by 
Oakley. 

Instead, Loukatka said he wanted to lease 
an existing small building of some 1,800 
square feet in a shopping center with 
adequate parking. As an alternative, he said 
he would recommend that some $20,000 be 
spent to renovate the old post office building 
at Shook and Bibbins roads, although that site 
has no parking facilities.

City heads get 20% pay raise

All elected city officials will receive a 20 
percent pay raise as the result of recent ac- 
tion by the Romulus Officer’s Compensation 
Commission and acceptance by City Council 
at last week’s meeting. 

According to state law, the Compensation 
Commission’s salary increase recom- 
mendations automatically go into effect 
unless rejected by at least two-thirds of the 
Council. 

Council first voted down a motion to table 
the 20 percent pay hikes for the mayor, clerk, 
treasurer and Council members. 

Beverly McAnally then moved to reject the 
pay board's recommendation and was sup- 
ported by Mary Carter. On the roll call vote, 
McAnally and Gerry Canejo voted to reject 
the salary increase. 

Jimmie Raspberry, Junior Block, Ray 
Cantrell and CLairnttn Mary Ann Banks 


voted against rejecting the pay hike and Mary 
Carter abstained. 

Therefore, the 20 percent salary increase 
was approved by Council and will take effect 
in 30 days. 

The mayor’s salary will rise $3,780 from 
$18,900 to $22,680; while the City Clerk and 
Treasurer each received a $2,880 pay hike to 
$17,280. 

Council members will get a $600 annual 
raise to $3,600. 

The Mayor Pro- Tern, who is Chairman of 
the Council, annually receives $500 more than 
other Council members and will get a $600 
increase to $4,100. 

“Our recommendations were arrived at 
after two meetings and a public hearing and 
considerable independent study of wages of 
elected officials in surrounding areas," said 
Gilbert White, Jr., chairman of the Com- 
pensation Commission. 

“It was the consensus of the commission 
that the recommended wages will not in-

busing plan is studied

A SEMTA Dial-A-Ride program, designed 
to accomodate the transportation needs of 
senior citizens and handicapped individuals, 
could become a realty in Romulus as soon as 
1978. 

At least that’s the latest report from Mayor 
William M. Oakley’s community develop- 
ment director, given at last week’s City 
Council meeting. 

Responding to a reguest made at the Dec. 
13 council meeting by Councilman Jimmie C. 
Raspberry, the report detailed the present 
status of an attempt by Romulus to be in- 
cluded in Western W^yne County’s SEMTA 
service that dates back to 1074. 

The latest word from SEMTA is that 
Romulus is “under active review” and “is 
currently program med for a new Dial-A- 
Ride-type service as soon as final funding 
contracts can be developed..." 

SEMTA officials maintain that their 
timetables have been repeatedly held up 


because of funding problems at the state 
level. 

However they insist that, “If no further 
major problems with availabity of state 
funds arise, intial service.. .is possible in early 
1978." 

The “major funding problems” refer to a 
moratorium on vehicle purchases for tran- 
sportation programs that has been in effect 
since November, 1976. 

In a move to hurdle that roadblock, Oakley 
recently sent a series of strongly- worded 
letters to members of the Senate Highways 
and Transportation Committee, urging their 
support of a bill which would end that 
moratorium. 

Last week’s council report also held out the 
possibility that Romulus might be included 
in a joint approach to local bus service with 
the neighboring city of Taylor. Funding for 
combined systems of this kind will become 
available in late 1978 or early 1979, according 
to SEMTA officials. 


crease salaries to the desired level. 

“However, the commission felt that it was 
its responsibility to strike a mean (average) 
between salaries that elected officials receive 
and the ability of the city to grant raises at 
this time,” White said in his letter addressed 
to the mayor and council members. 

Mrs. McAnally said she was aware that 
many elected officials are underpaid but felt 
that no official should be awarded a higher 
increase in pay than the five percent offered 
to other city employeees. 

That was the basis for her motion to deny 
the pay board’s recommendation. 

Chairman Mary Ann Banks, on the other 


hand, felt the pay raises were justified and 
supported them. 

“I know pay raises for elected officials is a 
touchy subject, but I feel the raises are 
justified,” she said. 

“The positions have been underpaid for a 
long time and if we want qualified people 
running our city, we need to give the positions 
a reasonable salary." 

Mrs. Banks took exception to those who said 
City Council was “hiding behind” the pay 
board and not “being counted themselves". 

“On the contrary, I voted for what I felt was 
right and equitable and I would have done the 
same if the Council was recommending its 


own salary adjustments." 

Mayor William Oakley, while opposed to 
the raise for himself, felt the salary increases 
were needed for the Clerk and Treasurer. 

The only other pay raises granted since the 
city was incorporated in 1970 came in 1976. At 
that time, the Clerk and Treasurer received a 
20 percent increase, the mayor was given an 
eight percent hike but Council members 
received no increase. 

Included on the seven-member Com- 
pensation Commission arc Chairman Gilbert 
White, Jr., Leonard Smiegje, Tom Anderson, 
Donald Morgan, Richard Carter, Warren 
Jones and Jim Satterlee.

Teacher licensing is hot topic 


Two bills now’ being considered by state 
legislators, and which relate to the con- 
troverisal licensing of public school teachers 
will be discussed at a public hearing by Rep. 
William R Keith (D-Garden City) at 10 a.m. 
Friday, Jan. 13, at O’Leary Auditorium in 
Garden City East High School 

Keith said he hopes teachers, ad- 
ministrators, officials and concerned citizens 
will provide valuable input to the discussion. 
He currently serves as vice-chairman of the 
House Education Commitee and chairman of 
a special subcommittee on teacher licensure 
legislation 

Keith will talk on House Bills 4242 and 5109, 
both of which are now being studied by the 
special subcommittee. 

He said HB 4242 proposes to license 
teachers through a licensing commission 
containing a majority of teachers, with the 


state Board of Education retaining the right 
of veto. 

This measure is strongly supported by the 
Michigan Education Association, the state’s 
largest teachers organization, who contend 
the bill would give teachers the same voice in 
setting standards for their profession that 
other professions enjoy, he said 

However, HB 4242 is vigorously opposed by 
school administrators, school officials and 
some citizen groups They believe that basic 
differences exist between teachers and such 
professionals as doctors and lawyers, since 
teachers are mainly public employes, and 
because parents are forced to send their 
children to schools with no say in choosing of 
teachers. Keith noted 

He said HB 5109, on the other hand, calls for 
creation of a similar, but larger commission, 
to make recommendations on licensing to the 


state board. Changes in standards or 
requirements for teachers would necessitate 
legislative approval in both bills. 

According to Keith, HB 5109 is looked upon 
more favorably by school management 
people But, both bills are strongly opposed by 
the Michigan Federation of Teachers, the 
state’s second largest teacher body, who feel 
that no additional legislation is necessary. 

“In addition, although no specific 
legislation has been drafted, our state Board 
of Education has offered a number of 
proposals for change in the certification 
process that the subcommittee will con- 
sider,” Keith said 

Regarding the Jan. 13 public hearing, Keith 
emphasized, “We have an essential question 
to comtemplate at this hearing; should our 
present method of qualifying individuals to 
teach in our schools be changed; and if so, in 
what manner?”

Dick Gregory will visit Eastern 
Michigan University (EMU) Jan. 13, 
highlighting an entire dav of ac- 
tivities scheduled for “Hu- 
manitarian Day”.

participation in American society. 

During both periods of con- 
finement, Gregory fasted, con- 
suming only distilled water for 
nourishment. 

Gregory entered politics in 1967, 
running as a write-in independent 
candidate for mayor of the City of 
Chicago. The following year, he was 
a write-in independent candidate for 
president of the United States.

Gregory will speak at 11 
a.m., and Fr. Cunningham will 
speak at2 p.m. in Pease Auditorium.

Royce Smith gets top county DPW

Wayne County Commissioner Royce Smith 
(D-27th Dist) has been imanimously named 
to the post of managing director of the Wayne 
County Dept, of Public Works.

Smith, whose district covers Belleville, Van 
Buren Township, Wayne, part of Westland 
and part of Canton Township, will assume his 
new $35,204 position Jan. 9. 

The vote last week was 6-0, with all but one 
of the seven-member Public Works Board 
approving the former 10-year mayor of 
Belleville. 

Voting for Smith were Richard Manning 
(18th Dist.); Chester Wozniak (7th); Clarence 
Young (10th); William Sullivan (25th), 
chairman of the public works board; Fred 
Burton of the Wayne County Road Com- 
mission; and Charles Youngblood, Wayne 
County drain commissioner. 


George Killeen (3rd Dist. Detroit) left the 
meeting just before the vote was taken. 

Wozniak was named assistant director at a 
salary of $31,000 while Duane Egeland got 
the dual position of deputy director and 
director of engineering 

“If I hadn’t taken the job, a western Wayne 
County man wouldn’t have gotten it," Smith 
said in an exclusive interview with 
Associated Newspapers. 

“And I definitely believe a western Wayne 
County man should be in this important 
position." 

Smith, who has tong fought the Detroit- 
dominated Wayne County Board of Com- 
missioners on behalf of his out-Wayne County 
constituents, believes the Public Works Board 
is sincere in helping his area, as well as 
Detroit. 

“I think they’re sincere in helping the 
“Super Sewer" communities," Smith said, 
“by putting me in this position. In fact, it will 
help all of Wayne County communities to 
work together." 


Sixteen communities involved in Super 
Sewer are included under Smith’s new 
jurisdiction. They battled Detroit’s 
dominance of the Public Works Board last 
summer and fought to get more represen* 
tation on that body. 

Smith told ANP that he believes his being 
named tothe managing director’s post will be 
a definite phis for western Wayne County. 

“You know I’ve always fought for my area 
and I will continue to do so," Smith asserted. 
“Some think this new position will lessen my 
influence, but on the contrary, I believe it will 
help our area to havea much bigger say in the 

matters that affect our area." 

Smith wanted to clear up the matter of this 
not being a newly-created position just for 
him. 

“This position was not created just for me, 
it was already there and if George Bingham, 
the former managing director, hadn’t retired

“Some have said this will put a greater 
strain on the Wayne County general fund, 
which it does not,” Smith contended. 

“It’s not a general fund position. The money 

is already appropriated for the position and is 

paid for by the revenues from the operation 
of the sewer systems.” 

Smith feels he can be much more affective 
in his new job for the people of this area 

“I think I can be of better service to the 
people I represent in this new position than I 
could be as a county commissioner," Smith 
repeated. 

He said he would write his resignation ef- 
fective theday before heassumes his new job 
on Jan. 9. 

There are several candidates in Wayne, 
Canton and Van Buren who are prime can- 
didates to replace Smith. The Public Works 
Board is expected to replace Smith at its last 
meeting in January.

sent his personal representative, Don Nott, 
director of customer service at the Detroit 
post office, to meet with Oakley. 

The mayor, on the other hand, did not feel 
that Nott’s visit was anything more than an 
announcement by USPS that the plan to lease 
anempty existing building was “really a good 
idea." 

Oakley insisted, To date, I have not 
received a formal reply (from Loukatka) to 
my letter, although I specifically requested 
one as soon as possible." 

Contacted in Detroit, Nott confirmed that 
his meeting with Oakley in mid-December 
was prompted by his boss, Loukatka, sending 
him to Romulus as his personal emissary on 
the post office matter. 

“In fact, I had to call twice to make an 
appointment with the mayor," Nott declared. 

Oakley, in his original letter, had told 
Loukatka that plans for a new postal facility 
in Romulus had already been drawn up by 
USPS and suggested that the structure be 
erected on the government-owned land near 
city hall. 

Nott said Friday, “The new post office 


building for Romulus was scrapped by the 
postal service two years ago." 

Informed that Oakley had criticized him 
(Nott) for his admission that the USPS had no 
traffic or feasibility studies made for the area 
in which the proposed lease building was 
located, Nott explained: 

“The letter to Mayor Stewart was ent after 
I visited with him concerning the possibility 
of leasing a building a a new postal facility. At 
that time, he did not incidate support or 
rejection of the plan." 

Nott said the letter to Stewart was to obtain 
information from the city of Romulus on 
parking, traffic flow and other date on the 
proposed lease building in the shopping 
center. 

Also, Nott said, the lease on the old post 
office building expires in March and his boss 
wanted to know what plans, if any, might be 
pursued to remodel and repair the building. 

Nott said Oakley’s decision to push for a 
large, new post office building was “a com- 
plete reversal" of what USPS had thought 
was the situation in Romulus. 

“He’s pulled the carpet out from under us," 
admitted Nott. 


Compounding the whole matter was the 
visit of an official from the government’s 
General Services Administration (GSA) also 
in mid-December. He insisted he knew 
nothing about the post office building con- 
troversy, but was in Romulus to see about 
selling the 2.6 acres of federally-owned land. 

He explained that the government has 
embarked on a policy of selling much of the 
land it now owns in Michigan. 

Oakley told the Roman that not only had the 
government made plans to build a new post 
office in Romulus at one time, but had stored 
rows of safety deposit boxes in the present 
post office for the day the new structure was 
completed. 

Mott said, "The safety deposit boxes which 
had been stored in the present post office 
were designated for the lease building, not a 
new post office building." 

Disregarding Nott’s visit with him as 
directly bearing on the post office matter, 
Oakley saie, “Since I’ve got ten no official 
response from the Detroit postmaster, we 
must go over his head and appeal directly to 
the men elected to represent our best in- 
terests in the halls of Congress." 


The mayor said he intends to secure a first- 
rate post office building “as a minimum 
concession to Romulus citizens. We’re not 
petitioning the government for anything more 
than what is rightfully ours under anyone’s 
standard of justice and fair play." 

The USPS cut postal services last year at 
the present post office building to two win- 
dows and transferred the 20 local carriers to 
work out of the Taylor post office. 

Loukatka, earlier had told the Roman that 
he considers the current Romulus operation 
“a first-class post office." This was con- 
firmed by the GSA official who said the 
$250,000 average revenue taken in each month 
qualifies the Romulus post office as a first- 
class postal operatioa 

Oakley, in reference to this appraisal said, 
“I will concede and live with the present 
second-rate facility only if the government 
agrees to charge our citizens eight cents for 
first-class mail." 

The mayor’s anger also was apparent when 
he urged citizens: "...please send more than 
one letter, since many will probably be lost in 
the mail between Romulus and the Taylor 
post office."

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County lets legislature know 
of opposition to JC change 


Wayne County Commissioner 
Mary E. Dumas has gone to Lansing 
to let the State Legislature know the 
Wayne County Board of Com- 
missioners is strongly opposed to 
removing runaway and truancy law 
from the State Juvenile Code. 

She also has asked the legislators 
to amend the Compulsory Education 
Act to include a law that requires 
children to attend school. Her appeal 
for the amendment was based on a 
recent ruling by a Wayne County 
Circuit Court Judge that there was 
no Michigan law which stated that 
children must attend school. 

Mrs. Dumas already had planned 
the trip to Lansing to appear before 
a House judiciary subcommittee 
which is working on juvenile code 
revision when the new court ruling 
was announced. 

Acting as the board’s represen- 
tative, Mrs. Dumas ureed that 


testimony from five public hearings 
held in Detroit and Livonia be 
considered by the subcommittee as 
they revise the juvenile code. 

The hearings were sponsored by 
the Board of Commissioners in 
October and November to give 
parents, school officials, police 
officers and other concerned citizens 
the opportunity to speak out on new 
proposals dealing with juvenile 
offenses and services. 

“Hundreds of Wayne County 
citizens appeared before us,” Mrs. 
Dumas told the Clodfelter sub- 
committee in Lansing, “The 
overwhelming majority — many of 
them, mothers — literally pleaded 
with us to do what we could to keep 
runaway and truancy laws on the 
books and under the jurisdiction of 
Juvenile Court. 

“The recent ruling by the Circuit 
Court — which means that children 


don’t have to go to school, if they 
don’t want to — has created some 
panic among school officials and 
parents here in Wayne County. 

“However, I feel that the ruling 
may turn out to be the best thing that 
ever happened in the area of 
truancy. Certainly, it now focuses 
your attention on the lack of any 
written law that insures that all 
Michigan children will receive a 
proper education. 

“I urge you to amend the Com- 
pulsory Education Act to give our 
courts the constitutional authority 
they need to see that children do not 
mess up their lives by dropping out 
of school.”

‘The report recommends 
that the juvenile court be used 'as a 
last resort’ in the event that alter- 
natives such as private counseling, 
fail.”

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Buyer beware is no longer law maxim 


(This one of a series of public 
service articles explaining, in 
general terms, a provision of 
Michigan law. Individuals who wish 
to determine the effect of any law 
upon their private legal affairs 
should consult with a private at- 
torney.)

With the passage of the new 
Michigan Consumer Protection Act, 
the ancient common law maxim 
"caveat emptor — let the buyer 
beware”, has been replaced by a 
new maxim in Michigan of "let the 
dishonest merchant beware”. 

The purpose behind the Consumer 
Protection Act, is to give the at- 
torney general and county 
prosecutors strong enforcement 
powers to take preventive and 
remedial action in an effort to 
eliminate the problems that result in 
letters and telephone calls from 
irate citizens, complaining about 
shoddy merchandise, careless or 
unneeded repair work, deceptive 
dealings and misleading claims and 
advertising. 

The new law prohibits 29 unfair 
and deceptive acts and practices, 
while providing the attorney general 
with the power to obtain injunctions 
and subpoena business records. The 
courts are given the pwoer to fine 
violators up to $25,000 for per- 
sistently defrauding and billing 
consumers. The courts are given the 
power to fine violators up to $25,000 
for persistently defrauding and 
billing consumers. 

The law also provides that you 
may hire a private attorney and 
proceed directly to court for a ruling 
on an alleged violation or obtain an 


injunction against a violating 
business. Should the court decide 
there is a violation of the law, you 
may recover attorney* siee^ as well 
as actual damages or $250, 


whichever is greater. 

The consumer also is provided 
with the opportunity to file a class 
actionJrfwsuit against the offending 
business. 


If you feel you’ve been cheated or 
have encountered a fraudulent 
business practice, the first move in 
solving your problem is to act on 
your own behalf. Take it upon 


yourself to return to the store, or 
contact the offending party, and 
register a complaint. Be calm and 
reasonable about what you expect as 
a solution. If you can’t get 


satisfaction, you may request a 
complaint form, by writing Attorney 
General Frank J. Kelley, Consumer 
Protection Division, 670 Law 
Building, Lansing 48913.

At last week’s city council meeting, 
the elected council of Romulus 
wrestled with the thorny problem of 
recommended pay raises submitted 
by the pay board.

Socialized TV necessary?

Should government take over 
programming of local and national 
television viewing, decreeing what should 
be shown and when? 

Before those opponents of socialized or 
nationalized movements answer “no” too 
rapidly, they should ponder on such 
statistics as: By the time a child growing 
up in the United States has reached 18 
years of age, he will have witnessed 18,000 
murders on television! 

Not being a proponent d government 
control either, I believe, however, that 
something must be done to utilize the 
education and cultural opportunities of the 
most powerful medium of communication 
now at man’s disposal. 

With all of the garbage now shown on 
television screens-pornographic and 
tasteless soap operas, repititous situation 
comedies, murder story after murder 
story, dull talk shows featuring the same 
guests every other week, etc. -perhaps the 
government should step in and dictate 
what should be shown and when. 

Enactment of legislation mandating that 
certain hours of the day and night be set 
aside for educational and cultural 
programs would seem to be a wise and 
preferable alternative to the wasteland 
that is today’s television fare. 

Recent advent of new electronic ac- 
cessories for television which permit 
recording of programs to be played back 


later, on cassettes, make the audio-visual 
medium even that much more reaching 
and powerful in scope. 

This latest invention will permit the field 
of education to make giant strides in many 
areas. Instead of having to send away for 
movies on specific subjects, cassettes can 
be purchased, stored c on viently and shown 
over closed-circuit school television cir- 
cuits. 

Cassettes on subjects from geography 
and history to birth control and sex 
education will prove invaluable as sup- 
plementary tools to the daily instruction 
given by the regular teacher. 

This latest electronic breakthrough also 
permits th^ making of home and 
classroom movies which can likewise be 
recorded on a cassette and played back 
later. Thus, a special school or class play 
can be taped for posterity for use by 
schools and by graduates who wish to 
review them in later years at home. 

In the field of special education, 
cassettes fea tiring the very latest in 
medical and scientific techniques will 
prove to be a tremendous asset to the 
teacher in classroom instruction. 

But, back to television viewing at home, 
where not only the parents, but children of 
all ages are exposed to programs and 
commercial advertising of quite 
questionable value. 


What goes through an 8-year-old’s mind 
when he or she sees and hears a com- 
mercial advertising tampons? How does a 
young juvenile boy of 14 feel when he sees 
someone strangled, stabbed or shot to 
death on his home television set? Do 
sensuous thoughts go through a young 
boy’s head when he sees half exposed 
female breasts, a rape scene or a stripper 
with only pasties and a G-string on? 

How would adults, especially parents, 
feel about federal legislation that would: 
Designate specific hours for comedies, 
educational programs, cultural topics, 
talk shows, news, etc.? 1 T 

Judging from the shoddy and shabby 
material now being displayed on television 
sets, I believe a majority of the American 
public would be strongly in favor of a 
change to something better. By whatever 
means the top moguls of national 
television broadcasting companies 
determine the public’s taste for 
programming, they are in a position to do 
a lot better job. 

Failing to do that job may someday soon 
so enrage the American public that it will 
rise up and demand more suitable 
television programs and advertising. The 
public can always boycott products that 
pay for the garbage now being shown. 
Look what boycotts did to bring down the 
price of meat and sugar!

'in a pig 's (eye) skin '

As you read this column, the 1978 Rose 
Bowl football game will be history. And as 
1 write the piece, I’m confident enough 
(it’s Friday, December 29) to make the 
following prediction: Michigan 31, 
Washington 17. 

Now no doubt there are some readers— 
principally long-suffering, football -ha ting 
spouses— who rejoice at the conclusion of 
the collegiate football season. 

Then, there are others, such as myself, 
who feel that when the football season 
expires, something within themselves 
likewise expires. 

What’s there to look forward to until next 
September? Some would say baseball. To 
that observation, I would say bah humbug 
I mean baseball is fun to play, but a 
decided bore to watch. And when you have 
reached my age, be assured that you can’t 
really play baseball anymore 

But football, well that’s a happening. 
Indeed, it’s hard for me to understand just 
why some people can’t understand the 
same things I understand about football. 

Before The University of Michigan 
Wolverines could be invited to Pasadena to 
play in the Rose Bowl, they had to prove to 
the collegiate sports world that they were 
the best in the mid-west. How was that 
accomplished? Through hard work and 
unbelievable personal sacrifice, that’s 
how. 

Football is perhaps the epitome of the 
American dream. It’s a demanding ac- 
tivity which promises satisfying rewards 
to those who have the courage to fight for 
what they want You don’t have to be rich 
to participate, nor do you need any type of 
natal pedigree. You need a brain («on- 
trary to what some would try to 
promulgate), you need strength, and you 
must be willing to pay the price. You 
should know that after a game on Satur- 
day, it is sometimes almost impossible for 


a competitor to get out of bed on Sunday 
morning because he hurts so much. That’s 
paying the price. 

There are also those who would suggest 
that only bullies engage in contact sports. 
That ’s wrong, because dancing is a contact 
sport, while football is a sport of sheer 
determination and studied violence. 

A current Justice of the United States 
Supreme Court, the Honorable Byron 
Whizzer’ White was an All-American half- 
back at the University of Colorado, an All- 
Pro with the Detroit Lions, and a Rhoades 
scholar. Pat Harden, the quarterback for 
the Los Angeles Rams professional 
football, was also an All-American and a 
Rhoades scholar. A physician at the 
PCHA Beyer Memorial Hospital, David 
Middleton, MD, was All-American at Duke 
University and AD-Pro with the Lions. 
Today, Dr. Middleton remains an ad- 
vocate of physical fittness and he practices 
obstetrics and gynocology while 
simultaneously teaching at The University 
of Michigan School of Medicine. 

I could cite many, many more names; 
it's not necessary, as I’ve made the point. 
You don’t have to be a loutish, thug-like 
brute to be a football player. 

Now back to lfcchigan football. As has 
been the norm during the past few seasons, 
Michigan had to put it all on the line on a 
dismal, cold day in November 1977 when 
they had to face those people from a state 
to the south. Close to 105,000 people were 
in Ann Arbor as celebrants to the ritual 
being conducted on the playing surface. 

It was an event. A memorable moment 
in time. 

An experience of pure ecstasy. In my 
personal, and of course objective and 
unbiased opinion, the Michigan vs. that 
school from the south of Michigan football 
game is in fact the greatest sports show 
that anyone can see 


You must get to the stadium early, but 
that's all right because you bring along a 
picnic lunch. We— the Ttittles— favor cold 
fried chicken, rolls, potato chips, cold 
apple cider, and coffee for our picnic. 
Some bring charcoal broilers and prepare 
a feast Others are content to munch on 
popcorn or peanuts. Hawkers abound 
selling hats, T-shirts, blankets, stuffed 
toys, footballs, programs, and just about 
anything imaginable which can be 
decorated with a Michigan logo. 

And believe this: the air is charged with 
electricity. That may sound like hyper- 
bole, but if you have ever been to the 
Michigan Stadium on a Saturday af- 
ternoon, you know what I mean. 

Once inside the bowl, you are treated to 
a performance by the Michigan Marching 
Band which will almost overwhelm you. 

You see the TV cameras and try to be 
cool by not waving like a hick seeing the 
big city for the first time. The acrobat 
cheer leaders— my wife tefls me that some 
of them are pretty young coeds in very 
short skirts, but I’ve never noticed— 
perform amazing gymnastic stunts. 

Then members of the M Club (people 
who have won varsity letters at Michigan) 
march to the center of the artificial 
playing surface. They tote a huge banner 
which says ‘Go Blue, the ‘M’ Club Supports 
You.’ Now you know what is next, but you 
still get excited. The Michigan football 
team then roars out of the tunnel on the 
east side of the bowl, and as they run under 
the banner, they leap and touch it for good 
luck. As the team explodes onto the field, 
the 105,000 people come to their feet and 
the noise can be heart for miles. If that 
scene doesn’t bring goose bumps to your 
body, then you are the same kind of person 
who is not reminded of the Lone Hanger 
when you hear the William Tell Overture.

Arson, a serious crime 


By State Senator David A. Plawecki 
12th District 

In recent months, the newspaper 
headlines have related numerous accounts 
of a very tragic and costly crime, that of 
arson. 

As many as 1,000 people lose their lives 
each year as a result of arson, and 
economic toll is estimated to be in the 
billions of dollars. Yet, despite a growing 
incidence of deliberately set fires, and the 
human and economic loss that results, 
methods of reducing arson have been 
largely ignored. 

I would like to draw your attention to 
legislation I recently introduced in the 
Michigan Senate which is designed to 
provide law enforcement officers and 
firefighters with some long needed tools to 
stop this rapidly growing crime. 

The first of the four measures calls for 
the creation of a state arson strike force 
unit within the Detriment of State Police. 
In addition to investigating cases of 
suspected arson, the strike force would 
work to establish specially-trained arson 
teams throughout the state. 

The second measure would require 
firefighters in the state to undergo man- 
datory training, including courses in the 


investigation and detection of fires caused 
by arson. 

A significant amount of the financing of 
the strike force and the arson training 
could come from an existing assessment 
on a 11 fire insurance issued in the state. By 
designating in the third bill that one-third 
of the assessment be allocated each year 
to the strike force and the training, these 
two programs could rely upon ap- 
proximately $3.4 million in funding an- 
nually from this source. 

One of the problems that has crippled 
arson detection is a state Supreme Court 
ruling restricting an investigator’s entry 
into burned-out buildings without a search 
warrant. This works an extreme hardship 
on investigators since evidence can 
disappear during the time it take to obtain 
a warrant, the courts may be closed when 
an arsonist strikes, etc. 

Under prescribed instances, such as 
when evidence is in plain view, this third 
measure would permit warrantless 
searches. 

TTiat bill would also require insurers to 
give arson investigators data from their 
claims files to aid in detection and 
prosecution of arsonists while providing 
lor confidentiality of that information until 
needed by the courts for prosecution. 

As a protection for the insurance 


companies, the measure exempts them 
from liability for damages in any civil 
action or criminal prosecution as a result 
of supplying the information required by 
the bill. 

Finally, I have drafted a resolution 
urging the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation to reclassify arson as a Part I 
offense so that statistics as to the volume, 
trend, rate, arrests, charges, and nature of 
the offense can be compiled and made 
available to law enforcement officials and 
firefighters. 

Even though arson is responsible for 
deaths and significant dollar losses, the 
FBI now classifies it as a Part II ofense, 
along with vagrancy, loitering and curfew 
violations, and only arrest information is 
reported. 

Ttiis legislative package was developed 
in cooperation with firefighting officials 
and law officers in the state and has the 
support of the Michigan Arson Committee, 
the Michigan State Police Fire Marshall 
Division, the State Firefighter’s Training 
Council and the Michigan Fire Chief’s 
Association. 

I intend to press in the Senate for prompt 
passage of this package, as I believe it will 
go far to upgrade training, increase in- 
vestigation and prosecution ability and 
improve communications to fight arson.

Plawecki bill aims at curbing arson 


A comprehensive legislative 
package, designed to curb what is 
commonly considered to be one of 
the nation s fastest crimes — arson 
— has been introduced by State Sen. 
David A. Plawecki (D-12th District).

According to Plawecki: “This 
four-bill package and resolution 
should upgrade training, increase 
investigation and prosecution 
ability and improve com- 
munications to fight arson, one of 


the costliest and most tragic 
crimes. ” 

About 1,000 deaths each year are 
attributed t (f arson and it is 
estimated to cost the country about 
$1.88 billion annually. Fire officials 


is the parity 
that farmers seek? 


NOTE: D r Paul Kindinger, 
directorof Michigan Farm Bureau’s 
Market Development and Research 
Division, and respected economist, 
has developed a series of articles in 
the various aspects of the farmers' 
strike. In the first part he looks at 
the 100 percent parity that farmers 
are demanding. 

Parity is an economic concept 
written into federal law that would 
insure stable purchasing power for 
farmers. Parity is a ratio of the 
prices farmers receive to the prices 
he pays for products he must pur- 
chase. 

The parity figure is normally 
calculated using index figures based 
on the 1910 and 1914 period. This 
period wa s considered by many to be 
“in balance” as far as prices far- 
mers receive and paid were con- 
cerned. 

Chase Econometric Associates 
Inc., a subsidiary of Chase 
Manhattan Bank, recently com- 
pleted a study. In this stucfy it looked 
at the impact that 100 percent parity 
would have on the economy. Here 
are some of their conclusions: 

—Realized net farm would 


crease Dy almost 200 percent over 
current levels. 

—Prices farmers receive would 
expand by as much as 58 to 64 per- 
cent 

—Food prices at the supermarket 
would rise 18 to 20 percent over 
current levels. This would mean that 
consumers would have to pay 38 
cents more for a pound of ham- 
burger and 22 cents mere for a 
gallon of mflk. 

—Such large increases in food 
inflation would slow the growth of 
real disposable inclome to two or 
three percent in 1979, compared with 
the current projected increases of 
four to five percent. 

—As a result of this loss in pur- 
chasing power, the U.S. economy 
could be slowed by as much as 3.2 
percent in real Gross National 
Product ( GNP) growth from current 
projected growth rates, 
rates. 

—The unemployment rate would 
increase 8.7 percent by 1979 instead 
of 7.3 percent. 

—The overall inflation rate over 
the next year would be pushed close 
to double-digit levels instead of the 


five to six percent Chase now is 
projecting 

—U.S. grains and soybeans would 
become non-competitive in w r orld 
markets, thus reducing ar- 
chitectural exports by at least 20 
percent. 

—Reduction in demand for crops 
would generate even larger in- 
creases in surpluses, forcing the 
government to mandate reductions 
in the 1979 crops, cutting grain 
acreage by 25 to 30 million acres, 
soybeans by eight to 10 million acres 
and cotton by three to five million 
acrea. 

As Ray Daniel, vice-president of 
Chase Econometric, explained: 
“The American farmer is caught in 
a severe cost-price squeeze. He 
needs some protection from rising 
costs and depressed prices. 

“But a return to 1910-1914 parity 
levels for farm prices simply 
ignores all the tectnological ad- 
vances made in agriculture since the 
turn of the century. 

“To use the price-cost ratios 
prevelent in 1910-1914 would be to 
replace one kind of disequilibrium 
with another.” 


in Michigan estimate that deliberate 
fires have increased tenfold since 
1965 in Detroit, with a rash of 
suspected arson fires occurring in 
suburban areas like Inkster, Holly 
and Oxford. The City of Pontiac, 
with 60 cases of willfully set fires 
reported in 1972, registered 137 
deliberate fires in 1977. 

Despite the growing incidence of 
deliberately set fires, as well as the 
human and economic loss that 
results, methods of reducing arson 
have been largely ignored, Plawecki 
said. 

“I believe that my legislation will 
provide law enforcement officers 
and firefighters with some long 
needed tools to stop the rapid in- 
crease in this crime,” he added. 

The first of the four measures calls 
for the creation of a state arson 
strike force unit within the 
Department of the State Police. An 
advisory board, comprised of the 
state attorney general, the director 
of the department of state police and 
the commissioner of the insurance 
bureau, would be authorized under 
the legislation to assist the unit in 
the establishment of strike force 
teams throughout the state as well 
as in the conduct of its in- 
vestigations. 

The unit would be called upon to 
investigate cases of suspected ar- 
son. 

“One of the most important out- 
comes of the strike force,” Plawecki 
said, “should be earlier iden- 


tification of the causes of fires as 
well as more careful collection and 
preservation of evidence to assure 
good case prosecution.” 

A strike force in the City of Seattle 
in its first year made 118 arrests in 
569 arson incidents or about 21 
percent. The arrest rate increased to 
39 percent one year later and rose 
to 65 percent for the first two 
months of 1977. 

“Because many fire marshals 
consider the lack of personnel 
trained in arson detection and in- 
vestigation to be a major factor in 
the rapid growth of the crime, this 
second measure requires man- 
datory arson training,” Plawecki 
explained. 


Under terms of the measure, the 
fire fighters training council must 
formulate mandatory training 
standards, including courses in the 
investigation and detection of fires 
caused by arson for all fire fighters 
in the state. 

Volunteer fire departments would 
have to be in compliance with the 
mandatory standards within five 
years of their effective date. 

According to Plawecki’s 
legislative package, financing of the 
strike force and the arson training 
would come from an existing 
assessment on all fire insurance 
issued in the state.

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County appeals 

to church leaders 
for 'free' chaplains 


Tlie chairman of the Wayne 
County Board of Commissioners, 
John Barr, has appealed to area 
church leaders to sponsor chaplain 
services at the Wayne County 
General Hospital complex in 
Westland. 

In letters mailed last week, Barr 
cited the county’s financial dif- 
ficulties and asked Catholic, 
Protestant and Jewish religious 
organizations to consider providing 
hospital chaplain services for 
county patients on a volunteer basis. 

Barr said the county currently 
employs three full-time chaplains to 
serve psychiatric, general hospital 
and long-term care patients. A part- 
time Jewish chaplain recently was 
laid off. 

Each full-time chaplain earns 
$17,046 plus cost-of-living and other 
county benefits. They also are 
members of Local 25 of AFSC&ME. 

Barr said that the county’s budget 
and a spot check of chaplain 
programs at several area hospitals 
prompted him to write the religious 
leaders. 

“Our research has turned up 
several hospitals that receive the 
free full-time services of clergy — 
including Sinai Hospital which has 
625 beds and Detroit General which

The alternate menu selections will 
be Belleville burgers Monday, hot 
ham and cheese on large buns 
Tuesday, Coney Island foot-longs 
next Wednesday, meat ball sub- 
marine sandwiches next Thursday 
and tacos and burnt os next Friday. 


is operated by the City of Detroit,” 
Barr said. 

Staff research has produced the 
following information on how other 
area hospitals handle chaplain 
services: 

—Henry Ford Hospital, 1100 beds, 
has no chaplains on the payroll. It is 
served full-time by a Catholic priest, 
a nun, an Episcopal priest, a 
Lutheran minister, and a part-time 
Episcopal minister. As of Oct. 1, the 
hospital began making a con- 
tribution of $4,000 for each 
chaplain’s services directly to the 
chaplain’s religious orgnization. 
Prior to that date, all services were 
paid by the respective 
denomination. 

—Detroit General, 400 beds, has no 
chaplains on the payroll. It is served 
daily by one Catholic nun from 
nearby St. Mary’s Church and 10 lay 
chaplains on a rotating basis. On 
Sundays, a Protestant minister from 
one of the downtown churches comes 
in for services. The Council of 
Churches sends clergy at other 
times, if requested 

—Wyandotte General Hospital, 350 
beds, has no chaplains on the staff or 
payroll. It has working arrangement 
with nearby churches and temples. 
Gergy come as volunteers when 
needed. 

—Oak wood Hospital in Dearborn, 
600 beds, has a total budget of 
$12,000 for chaplain services. Two 
Protestant chaplains earn $5,000 and 
$3,600 respectively at $3.60 per hour; 
$2,000 goes to the Archdiocese of 
Detroit for Catholic services and a 
part-time Protestant minister 
receives $900 per year; $500 is 
available for continuing education. 

—Sinai Hospital, 625 beds, has no 
chaplains on the payroll. All clergy 
serve on a volunteer basis. At 
present, it is served by one Rabbi 
and a Catholic priest — and others 
as needed. 

—St. John's Hospital, 550 beds. 
According to Rev. Lawrence M. 
DuCharme, chaplains serving in 
Catholic hospitals are paid. St. 
John’s has five chaplains (two 
pirests and three nuns) who work 
eight-hour days — although someone 
is always on call. All are paid out of 
the hospital budget which is ad- 
ministered by the Sisters of St. 
Joseph Mercy of Kalamazoo. The 
Archdiocese of Detroit sets all 
salary rates for priests and nuns in 
the area. The pay scale is based on 
a base salary plus a $50 increment 
for the number of years served. Fr. 
DuCharme said he and the other 
priest each receive $6,825 in cash, 
plus a living allowance that includes 
rent, food, Blue Cross and all other 
benefits — bringing their total 
“pay” to $9, 425. Any money received 
beyond the “set scale must be 
turned in to the Archdiocese of 
Detroit.” 

Barr said that the chaplain issue 
was highlighted when the county 
was forced to cutback services and 
lay off employees. Two chaplains 
were on the layoff list, along with 
other county employees. 

Hie elimination of two of the four 
hospital chaplain positions had been 
recommended by the Board of 
Auditors in its Sept. 26 budget. 

Barr said he is now looking into 
the question of layoff procedures for 
chaplains. 

“I recently learned that layoffs of 
chaplains relate to their seniority 
rather than their religious affiliation 
and its relationship to the patient 
population,” he stated. “I think 
common sense calls for a review of 
the labor agreement covering our 
hospital chaplains.”

A massive effort to reform 
Michigan’s juvenile code is doomed 
to failure if it includes stripping 
juvenile courts of their authority 
over inccorrigible children and 
runaways, according to House 
Republican Leader Dennis O. 
Cawthorne (R-Muskegon). 

“If the special Juvenile Code 
Revision Subcommittee of the House 
knocks out court involvement as a 
last resort— as advocated by some 
persons— it will drag down to defeat 
other good proposals of the juvenile 
code revision contained in a 
legislative package. Neither the 
public nor the legislature is willing 
to buy a bill which lets children do 
exactly as they please,” said 
Cawthorne. 

Cawthorne, who earlier this year 
and in 1975 sponsored a major 
Juvenile Code revision bill, said the 
subcommittee — chaired by Rep.

Mark Clodfelter of Flint — is now at 
a critical point in its deliberations. 
The subcommittee currently is 
giving serious consideration to the 
removal of “status offenders” from 
the Juvenile Code — those 
youngsters whose behavior is 
controlled by law because of their 
status as minors. 

Said Cawthorne: “While there 
should be some reduction in the 
court’s present level of involvement 
in status offenses, a total wipe-out 


iuo far. The great majority of 
law enforcement groups, educators, 
juvenile judges and juvenile 
workers still want to retain the 
authority of the court at least where 
all other alternatives have failed. 

“Under proposals totally 
eliminating status jurisdiction, 
there would be no way to retrieve a 
runaway child if he or she did not 
choose to return home and there 
would be no way a caring family 
could retrieve a youngster from a 
drug or sex culture. 

“Most juvenile judges recognize 
that occasionally only the coercive 
power of the court is helpful in 
bringing rebellious youngsters in 
line. 

“Any bill which fails to recognize 
this is doomed to failure on the floor 
of the House and the special sub- 
committee would be well advised to 
take this into consideration.”

Savings In All Departments 
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Are they superior tires ? 


Alternatives to studs for winter driving 


For several years, a controversy 
has raged concerning pavement 
wear caused by studded tires. As a 
result, many states have restricted 
the use of studded tires to certain 
winter months. Others have 
prohibited their use altogether. 

This has lead to a renewed interest 
in developing other types of tires, 
sometimes referred to as “alter- 
natives to studs”, for added winter 
traction. 

These new tires are claimed to 
provide superior traction on ice 
without causing pavement damage. 

Since the performance of these 
tires is of obvious interest to all 
motorists, the National Safety 


Council’s (NSC) Committee on 
Winter Driving Hazards included an 
evaluation of these tires as a part of 
its 1976 winter test program on glare 
ice at Stevens Point, Wis. 

According to the council’s 
secretary of the testing group, 
Raymond Prince, # tjie_ NSC 
researchers compared the stopping 
and traction ability of a wide range 
of special tires against original 
equipment (OE) radials and con- 
ventional snow tires with and 
without studs in various com- 
binations on the front and rear 
wheels of the test vehicles. 

Special tires included: 

(1) Four types of special com- 


pound tires from different 
manufacturers; 

(2) Retreaded tires with two 
microsipe patterns (microsiped 
tires have narrow grooves cut 
across the face of the tires) frnm one 
manufacturer; 

(3) -Re treaded tire&^vith sawdust 
inclicions; 

(4) Retreaded tires with garnet 
inclusions; and 

(5) Retreaded tires with em- 
bedded coils — one set new, the 
other worn until the embedded coils 
had been broken. 

Prince cited the following NSC 
committee finding: 

— In stopping on glare ice, the 


special compound tires and 
microsiped retreads performed 
better than did the combination of 
OE radial tires on the front wheels 
and snow tires on the rear, but 
generally not as well as studded 
tires mounted on the rear wheels 
only. 

— In certain cases, where the 
special compound or microsiped 
retread tires were used on all four 
wheels of the test vehicle, the 
stopping ability of the vehicle was 
equivalent to instances when 
studded tires were used on the rear 
wheels only. 

— In tests of pulling traction, 
either peak or spinning, the per- 


formance of the special compound 
tires was generally superior to that 
of the snow tires, and in seme cases 
was equivalent to that of studded 
snow tires. 

— The performance of the 
microsiped retreads was essentially 
as good as that of the special com- 
pound tires in peak traction, but 
more nearly that of the snow tires in 
spinning traction. 

— The performance of the 
retreaded tires with garnet or 
sawdust impregnation or with 
embedded steel coils was inferior to 
that of a 11 of the tires tested in either 
stopping ability or pulling traction. 

Prince added, however, that none 


of these special tires can approach 
the performance of reinforced tire 
chains on the rear wheels, which the 
committee’s tests have shown can 
cut braking distance in half and 
provide about seven times the 
pulling ability of regular tires on ice. 

“But regardless of the help 
provided by some winter traction 
aids,” Prince concluded, “in no 
instance is the resulting traction 
close to that of conventional high- 
way tires operating under ‘normal’ 
conditions on either a dry or a wet 
pavement. The real answer is to cut 
your speed and increase following 
distances when winter conditions 
are the worst!”

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Caution needed in buying home insulation 


The Michigan Department of 
Labor’s Bureau of Construction 
Codes is cautioning consumers that 
the quality of material and work- 
manship are primary considerations 
in the rush to insulate homes and 
buildings to conserve energy. 

The quality of cellulose 
manufacture for insulation has 
become a national issue, attracting 
attention of the U.S. Consumer 
Product Safety Commission, a U.S. 
Senate subcommittee and state 
authorities. 

Even properly manufactured 
insulation improperly installed can 
present a fire hazard. 

The Michigan State Police Fire 
Marshal Division reports there were 
157 fires in 1975-76 where paper or 
cellulose insulation was the material 
/ 


first ignited. Investigation revealed 
that these and other similar fires 
were the result of improper in- 
stallation, or carelessness with heat 
producing sources. 

The fire marshal said even though 
many insulation materials have 
been treated with flame retardant 
chemical, some still may bum or 
smolder. 

There are no national or state 
standards controlling manufacture 
of cellulose. There are federal

It is extremely important to keep 
insulating material away from 
recessed light fixtures, attic or wall 
type furnaces, fans and ventilation 
openings.

MOVING 


Employments - related expenses are tax deductible 


America is on the move. 

Each year, millions of Americans 
move for employment reasons 
Some move a few miles ; many move 
long distances. Nearly everyone who 
moves spends money doing so. 

If you incurred employment- 
related moving expenses in 1977, you 
can look forward to liberalized 
deductions for some of those ex- 
penses on your 1977 tax return. 

There are two requirements that 
you must meet before you may 
deduct your moving expenses. 
First, there’s the distance 
requirement which has been 
liberalized by a change in the law. 
Previously, you would have to have 
moved so that your new job was 50 
miles further from your former 
residence than was your former 
place of work. That distance has now 
been cut to 35 miles. 

For example, suppose the distance 
from your former residence to your 
former place of work is 17 miles and 
the distance from your former 
residence to your new place of work 
is 57 miles. Assuming you meet all 
other requirements, you would be 
eligible for the moving expense 
deduction, because the difference in 
distances is more than 35 miles. 

The second requirement for 
deducting the moving expenses is 
that you must work at least 39 weeks 
out of the 12 months following your 
move. If you are self-employed, you 
must work at least 78 weeks during 
the 24 months following your move. 

While you must ultimately satisfy 
the requirement, you don’t have to 
do so by the end of the year. This 
means that if you moved in June and 
will have worked less than 39 weeks 
by the end of the year, you still can 
claim the moving expense deduction 
on your 1977 return even though the 
39 weeks have not elapsed. 


If you deduct the expenses before 
meeting the time requirement, and 
then later find that you have not 
worked the specified number of 
weeks, you must go back and amend 
your return for the year in which you 
took the deduction. Therefore, you 
should be fairly certain that you will 
meet the work requirement before 
claiming the moving expenses. 


Thanks to the change in the law, 
you can deduct more of your pre- 
move househunting and temporary 
living expenses than in past years 
For 1977 and later years, the 
maximum deduction for these ex- 
penses is $1 ,500. as opposed to the old 
limit of $1,000 

And finally, you will find that the 
maximum deduction for expenses 


related to buying, selling, or renting 
a personal residence now is $3,000, 
up from $2,500. However, you must 
reduce this deduction by any amount 
claimed as househunting or tem- 
porary living expenses. 

For example, assume your incur 
pre-move househunting expenses of 
$1,200 and buying and selling costs of 
$2,000. Your pre-move househunting 


expenses would be fully allowable 
because they are less than the 
maximum of $1,500. 

You would not be entitled to 
deduct the full amount of your 
buying and selling costs as moving 
expenses, because you must reduce 
the $3,000 maximum allowance for 
these expenses by the $1,200 you 
claimed for pre-move househunting 


expenses. You w^ J be allowed to 
claim $1,800 as buying and selling 
costs on your moving expense form. 

For more details on moving ex- 
pense deductions, ask the IRS for 
their free Publication 521, “Tax 
Information on Moving Expenses”. 
You may obtain information on the 
new law from your local IRS office.

Just a few years back, the typical 
American family was comprised of 
mom, dad and two youngsters.

Each monthly issue will zero in on 
special “food features’’ — foods in 
good supply which offer seasonal 
values for careful shoppers. The 
"food features" will be included in 
numerous mouth-watering recipes. 
Taste-tempting meal plans will 
encompass important nutritional 
considerations and coordinate 
what’s good-tasting with what’s 
good for you. 

For the calorie conscious cook, 
each recipe will be calorie coded. 


And, since the traditional “three 
square meals" a day may not be 
conducive to your particular life 
style, a very special section will 
detail ways to divide those three 
meals up to make four or five 
smaller spreads — using the same 
amount of food either way.

Did you hear the one about the 
woman who always had the shank 
end cut off a whole ham because her 
mother always did? She came to find 
out that a whole ham didn’t fit in her 
mother’s roaster. 

The moral to that story — think 
about why you’re doing what you do 
and, if it doesn’t make sense, stop it. 

This moral could be applied to any 
number of life’s little challenges, but 
Joe Cox. Extension landscape 
architecture specialist, likes to 
apply it to old habits in the land- 
scape like foundation plantings. 

“When houses were built with 
high, ugly foundations punctuated 
by coal chutes, a foundation planting 
to camouflage that area made 
plenty of landscaping sense," he 
observes. “Houses today usually 
aren’t being built that way, but 
home landscapers are still putting a 
row of plants next to the foundation. 
They’re following an old, established 
habit without thinking of what 
they’re trying to accomplish and 
how they might do it better, with 
obvious benefits to all concerned." 

One function of plants in the 
landscape is to relieve bareness, Cox 
points out. Another is to soften hard, 
straight lines and blend the home 
and other structures with their 
surroundings. Neither one of these 
4 aims is particularly well served by a 
row of plants huddling next to the 
house. 

“You could fulfill both these goals 
by using plants near the edge of the 
property to frame the home or draw 
the eye to a point of interest," he 
says. “A natural-looking grouping of 
trees and shrubs extending from the 
left front corner of the lot to the left 
front comer of the thouse would tie 
home and grounds together nicely. It 
would also relieve the bareness of an 
expanse of front lawn or front open- 
space." 

Another goal of landscape design 
is to provide an easy, safe and 
pleasant entrance to the home, Cox 
says. Plants chosen for their limited 
size and compact shape can frame 
the entryway without overgrowing 
it. If planted with some con- 
sideration for wind and sun, they 
may be used to make the entrance 
look cool and inviting in summer 
and, by acting as a windbreak and 
snowfence, make the entrance seem 
a haven from the elements in winter. 

Plants can protect the whole house 
from hot sun and heat-stealing wind, 
Cox points out. Deciduous trees 
planted on the south side provide 
shade in summer but lose their 
leaves in the fall to let the winter

sunshine through. Plants can be

Pork and potatoes 
In the community 


Potato dressing 
stretches pork 


Pork and potatoes are just natural go-togethers Think 
of all the everyday favorites — bacon and eggs with crispy 
hash browns, ham with creamy scalloped potatoes and 
pork chops with fluffy mashed or baked potatoes, to name 
just a few. 

Pork and potatoes team well because they taste and 
look great together. Perhaps even more important, they 
complement each other nutritionally. A medium-size 
potato (3 per pound) provides about one-third the U.S. 
Recommended Daily Allowance for vitamin C plus some 
B vitamins, potassium and a little iron for only about 90 
calories. Pork is also rich in nutrients, especially protein, 
the B vitamins and iron. So all you need to add are foods 
rich in vitamin A and calcium to make a pretty well- 
balanced meal. 

Don’t forget, though, that potatoes make a great part- 
ner for pork on special occasions, and are a good way to 
help beat the high cost of entertaining. After all, potatoes 
are one of the best buys at the supermarket all year round 
so they’re always easy on your food budget. Because 
they’re so versatile and economical, they offer many 
delicious ways to extend meat servings and keep the cost 
of higher priced ingredients down. 

Party Pork Chop Roast with Potato Dressing is one 
great way to literally stretch a pork roast. Fluffy mashed 
potatoes, seasoned with celery, onion and sage, become a 
delicious, economical stuffing that makes a pork chop 
"roast” look twiceas big and go further, too 

Individual pork chops are the basis for this “roast". 
They ’restacked together with potato dressing in between; 
long skewers hold chops together during roasting. 

If pork roast is on special at your supermarket and a 
better buy than individual chops, though, slit the roast 
almost through between the chops and stuff the dressing 
into each slit before roasting. Either way, you’ve got 


“more” pork roast for your money and a dish elegant and 
delicious enough to serve to dinner party guests. 

Party Pork Chops 
with Potato Dressing 

6 pork chops (1 inch thick) 

Cooking oil 

One-third cup £a£h finely chopped celery and onion 

\ x h cups corn bread stuffing mix * 

3 cups mashed potatoes ( left over or freshly made ) 

1 teaspoon salt 

V H teaspoon pepper 

2 teaspoons sage 

2 tablespoons chopped parsley 

Paprika 

In large skillet, brown chops in hot oil on both sides. 
Remove chops to plate. Saute celery and onion in 
remaining drippings, adding more oil if necessary. Add 
stuffing mix; cook 3 minutes more. In bowl, mix potatoes, 
salt, pepper, sage and parsley. Blend in sauteed mixture. 
Mound potato mixture onto 5 of the chops. Then stack 
chops, with Potato Dressing sandwiched between; skewer 
to hold “roast” together. Place “roast,” fat side up, on 
rack in roasting pan. Sprinkle with paprika. Bake at 325 
degrees for 1M? to 2 hours or until pork chops are done. (If 
using a 3 pound pork loin roast, roast at 325 degrees for 1 Vi 
to 2 hours until meat thermometer inserted in center 
reaches 170 degrees.) Transfer roast to platter and 
remove skewers. Garnish with parsley or watercress. 
Makes 6 servings.

Dine out 
this weekend!

The Ramada Inn, 8270 Wickham Road (1-94 at the 
Merriman Road exit), Romulus, near Metro Air- 
port... Another Ramada Inn? ...Food tastes the 
same at all hotels.. .Not on your life... This Ramada 
Inn just happens to have class with a capital C ... 

I guess my opinion is like most travelers, or those 
who go out to dine on a given evening ...That being, 
“Well, we do have to eat, and I guess this is as good 
as any. “...Not so ... The Squires Supper Club, 
located in the Ramada Inn, is as elegant as any 
dining room found anywhere... Thick, lush car- 
peting, tables arranged for two people up to 
whatever amount to be served, provides the type of 
privacy desired. 

The decor is richly done in tones of dark wood 
beams and paneling with subdued chandelier 
lighting and lush multi-colored carpeting. 

Being greeted by hostess Bev Reel, and exposed 
to her instant charm and loveliness, starts off the 
evening on a good note and with a warm feeling. 
Alexander Iannaconi, the food and beverage 
manager, has graciously changed his plans for the 
evening to dine with us and answer any questions. 
Mr. I, as he is known to all at the Ramada, is a man 
of generous size and enormous knowledge of the 
business of food preparation, as well as how to 
properly serve the many items on the menu. 

Originally from New Jersey, Mr. I has been in the 
food business more than IS years and prior to the 
Ramada was head chef at the Sussex House in 
Southfield for more than four years. 

The Ramada can handle groups from 350 to 750 
people for meetings, banquets, weddings parties, 
etc., and the staff, both full- and part-time, can 
handle diners with speed and not affect the quality 
of the food. 

Entertainment is provided seven days a week, 
and amazing as it is, there’s no cover charge, even 
on weekends, or on Sunday when the Steve Frenchi 
Orchestra— some 18 pieces— plays music from the 
'40s and the ’50s in the the style of Tommy Dorsey 
and Glenn Miller. 

The food and beverage staff consists of some 105 
people who Mr. I admits, without hesitation, has 
been the greatest group of employees he has ever 
worked with. The employee relations appear to be a 
mutual admiration of both management and em- 
ployee, as evidenced in the attitude of our waitress, 
Cheri, who on this particular evening was wearing 
flowers from someone special 

Mr. I explained that all the women have been with 
Ramada for some 2*& years and that he holds a 
training program every 45 days to get input from 
the employees, as well as to explaining upcoming 
events and groups of people. Also stressed are 
changes in the menu, which require special at- 
tention as to the proper serving, as well as what it 
contains in order to better inform the diner of the 
dish. Regular business dinners average between 150 
to 200 each day, as well a hotel guests and walk-in 
trade. 

Some of the name entertainment has consisted of 
such stars as Buddy Rich, The Drifters, Shirelles, 
Jay Roberts and many of the Detroit area super 
talents in show business. 

In the political area, Gov. George Wallace has 


been a guest there three times and used the 
Ramada for his campaign headquarters during his 
race for the presidency. 

President Carter, learning of the reputation of the 
Ramada, has attempted to secure the facilities on 
three occasions, but because of the short notice in 
wanting some 128 rooms, could not be ac- 
commodated. The simple explanation being that all 
reservations are honored, and no one is ever can- 
celled, regardless of who they are and the amount of 
rooms they need. The Ramada policy stands fast, 
and the reservation is confirmed. 

Letters also have come from many people who 
have been put up at the Ramada during emergency 
conditions, such as the weather cancelling plane 
departures or during the snow storm several years 
ago. The employees made every effort to get to 
work and stay on the premises several days to serve 
those who had been stranded there because of the 
conditions. 

Medical problems are never a serious woe for the 
employees, as a house doctor is readily available 
through a longtime community physician by the 
name of Dr. Carpenter. 

The atmosphere at the Ramada is quiet and in- 
timate, both for business and pleasure, until 10 
pm., when the first show starts. That’s when people 
relax and enjoy themselves. 

In the food area, the big movers are the New 
York strip and prime rib dinners, with some people 
ordering lamb, snails, raw oysters. Some people are 
unable to comprehend gourmet dining from simple 
prepared food, and the Ramada prides itself in a 
food service to help advise those persons as to the 
tastes of various menu items. 

One of the secrets of food preparation we learned 
is that a chef will “under salt and under season 
everything ’. The diner then is able to season his 
food to his liking. 

Buffets will start in January with a cost of only 
$7.95 and will have everything imaginable on the 
menu.

Tri-River to get 
its 8th team back

The Tri-River Conference can look forward to Riverside joining 
the chase for baseball, track and tennis championships this spring, 
according to Earl Gabriel, superintendent of the North Dearborn 
Heights School District. 

Riverside, one of eight teams in the conference, didn t field 
varsity teams in basketball, swimming or gymnastics this season 
because of the lack of monies. 

However, a persistent school board put the millage levy on the 
ballot last Dec. 20, and after three previous failures, the voters 
finally decided that they would hike taxes to help bail out their 
financially troubled school district. 

It was too late though to save Coach Ron Zielinski's cagers and 
Jeff Huxley’s swimmers. The swimmers scattered to nearby 
parochial schools while at least one “blue chip” eager, junior Chris 
Baker, transferred into the area and is presently wearing a Livonia 
Franklin jersey. 

Would the Rebels muster up enough of their pariahs to field a 
basketball team for the second half of the season? 

“We discussed this with Coach Zielinski and the high school 
administration", Gabriel revealed, “and, upon their recom- 
mendation, we decided that it would be better to go with an in- 
tramural program. We definitely won’t have varsity basketball or 
swimming this season. 

‘‘Subsequently, I don’t think we will ever field another swim 
team,” Gabriel continued. “At least for the nearest future it doesn’t 
look good. We lost our coach because he was the low man on the 
totem pole in seniority and also most of the kids aren’t around. 

“We don’t have anyone to handle the coaching responsibilities in 
that sport either,” . Gabriel added. 

Huxley, who had fielded at least two conference championship 
teams and a score of all-staters who are presently cutting up 
records on the college level, is presently teaching and coaching in 
Portage, Michigan. 

“It’s a pity,” said Gabriel, “that we lose such fine athletes and 
coaches, but it is unfortunately happening a lot dthese days where 

school districts don’t get the money for their programs. 

“If the voters had passed the millage the first time around, all of 
this could have been avoided,” Gabriel offered.” 


There is at least one area golfer who has his mind on the Western 
Wayne Amateur Golf Tournament which the Associated 
Newspapers sponsors usually in July. 

Here’s what the golfer has to say: 

Dear Tom: 

Meant to have written sooner, but just never got around to it. 
Pardon the delay. 

From the standpoint of proper administration, you have two 
directives in eliminating “sandbagging” from your summer city 
golf tournament. 

Directive No. 1. You can take 3 holes - Par 3; Par 4; Par 5 worst 
holes on the front nine deducting the worst scores on these holes 
from Par to have the golfers total score for the day. 

Since 36 holes is being played, I would use the front nine on 
Saturday and the back nine on Sunday using the same procedure 
giving the total score for the event. 

Directive No. 2. Since golf was first played at ‘match Play' — this 
can also he used having the most number of holes won by the 
players, thus forcing the “sandbagger” to play golf, thus 
eliminating his cheating. 

I also would have a rule “stating” in eliminating player from 
‘using a pocket putting ball’ to be used when on the green . ..putting. 
You know as well as I that many players have a ‘pocket putting 
ball’ to use when on the green. Penalty would be loss of hole for the 
infranction. 

I also would put all previous winners into a “Double A Bracket” 
having them play against each other, thus eliminating ‘repeaters 
as winners, whose handicaps are fake in the first place.

You can’t go wrong in trying it out. I know that’s what I would do 
from the standpoint of ‘sound administration’, and it works!

She 
has been clocked in 26.4 for the 50- 
yard freestyle, a time that many of 
her male counterparts find diff- 
icult to duplicate 

Dru Stroebel was given the nod to 
represent the All-Area team on the 
diving boards. The petite Belleville 
diver has a record-setting 217.4 
performance to her credit 

Miss Rudolph’s name appears 
again as the representative in the 
100-yard butterfly. The Churchill 
tanker has been clocked in 1:04.9. 

Plymouth Canton’s contributions 
to the All-Area roster include Cindy 
Shelanskey and Kim Massey. Miss 
Shelanskey has the top time for the 
100-yard backstroke (1:06.9), while 
Miss Massey has broken the six- 
minute mark for the gruelling 500- 
yard freestyle. She’s covered the 
distance in a respectable 5:44.1. 

Susan Stanwood got the nod as 
the mythical team’s top 100-yard 
freestyler. Her 57.7 for the event 
puts her in a class of her own. 

Meanwhile, Colette Cabadas, also 
wearing Plymouth Salem’s colors, 
was given the 100-yard breaststroke 
event. She’s plowed her way to a 
1:17.6 in that event and few in the 
area can top that performance.

With all of that snow, here 
are some snowmobiling tips 


Prep cage teams back in action 


If snowmobiling is part of your 
winter season plans, here are some 
important things to know before you 
head out to your favorite trail. 

First, be sure you have a valid 
snowmobile registration or get one 
at a Secretary of State branch office. 
Youngsters 12 to 16-year-old also 
need a snowmobile safety certificate 
to operate a snowmobile without 
adult supervision. Department of 
Natural Resources field offices can 
offer advice on where to get the 
training needed for certification. 

You can snowmobile on nearly 100 
state forest and other northern 
public trails. The DNR plans to 


groom about 3,400 miles of marked 
snowmobile routes. DNR northern 
field offices have detailed maps of 
these trails. 

Most state parks and recreation 
areas allow powersledding in 
designated locations where there’s 
four or more inches of snow. A motor 
vehicle entrance permit is 
necessary for snowmobile use and 
for any other vehicle carrying your 
machine into the park. 

Designated trails in seven 
southern state game areas are open 
starting in January under the four- 
% inch minimum rule. They are: 
Allegan, Barry, Flat River, Minden 


City, Stanton, Rougue River and 
Port Huron. 

While snowmobiling is allowed in 
posted stateforest and park areas, it 
is not permitted on or immediately 
next to most roadways. If you’re not 
sure of the law, contact the local 
sheriff or conservation officer 

The DNR stresses that 17 of the 23 
snowmobile fatal accidents last 
season occurred on or immediately 
adjacent to roadways. 

One last tip. You can lessen the 
chance of a head, neck or face in- 
jury, in case of an accident, by 
wearing a full-size helmet with a 
face shield or a good pair of goggles.
